The Executive Force Review Committee (EFRC) consisting of 
Commanders Valerie E. Silgero, Edward C. Ramirez, and Jason P. 
Wolak (Chair) met and reviewed the above case. 


FINDINGS: 


The EFRC determined the tactics and force used by Deputies Huynh 
and Lee in this incident were within Department policy. 


The EFRC determined the Vehicle Pursuit was not within Department 
policy. 


The EFRC determined the Foot Pursuit was not within Department 
policy.

The facts in this investigation support the following charges: 


1. That in violation of the Department's Manual of Policy and 
Procedures Sections 3-01/030.10, Obedience to Laws, 
Regulations, and Orders [as it pertains to 5-09/210.02, Initiation 
of a Pursuit], on or about June 6, 2019, while on-duty and 
assigned to South Los Angeles Station, Subject Michael J. Lee 
failed to conform to the standards established for his rank of 
deputy sheriff and/or failed to perform his duties in a manner 
which would tend to establish and maintain the highest standard 
of efficiency in carrying out the functions and objectives of the 
Department, when he failed to comply with Department policies, 
procedures, and training, as evidenced by, but not limited to the 
following: 


a. Subject Lee violated Department policy when 
he initiated an unauthorized vehicle pursuit of 
a suspect in violation of a California Vehicle 
Code Sections 4000a1, Expired Vehicle 
Registration; and/or 14601.1(a), Driving with 
a Suspended or Revoked License; both 
allegations of which dictated that a pursuit 
shall not be initiated or continued; and, 


b. failing to broadcast radio traffic of required information via 
a dispatch frequency with the Sheriffs Communication 
Center upon initiation of the vehicle pursuit. 


2. That in violation of the Department's Manual of Policy and 
Procedures Sections 3-01/030.10, Obedience to Laws, 
Regulations, and Orders [as it pertains to 5-09/210.02, Initiation 
of a Pursuit; and/or 5-09/220.20, Foot Pursuits], on or about June 
6, 2019, while on-duty and assigned to South Los Angeles 
Station, Subject Quang T. Huynh failed to conform to the 
standards established for his rank of deputy sheriff and/or failed 
to perform his duties in a manner which would tend to establish 
and maintain the highest standard of efficiency in carrying out the 
functions and objectives of the Department, when he failed to 
comply with Department policies, procedures, and training, as 
evidenced by, but not limited to the following: 
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c. Subject Huynh violated Department policy 
when he initiated an unauthorized vehicle 
pursuit of a suspect in violation of California 
Vehicle Code Sections 4000a1, Expired 
Vehicle Registration; and/or 14601.1(a), 
Driving with a Suspended or Revoked 
License; both allegations of which dictated 
that a pursuit shall not be initiated or 
continued; and, 


d. failing to broadcast radio traffic of required information via 
a dispatch frequency with the Sheriffs Communication 
Center upon initiation of the vehicle and foot pursuit. 
RECOMMENDATIONS: 
Based on an assessment of mitigating and aggravating factors for 
Subject Lee, е ЕРЕС Panel recommended a suspension 
with loss of pay and benefits for one (1) day. 
Based on an assessment of mitigating and aggravating factors for 
Subject Huynh, " — m EFRC Panel recommended a 
suspension with loss of pay and benefits for two (2) days. 


The Panel also recommended Deputies Lee and Hyunh attend the 
following Department training courses: 


1. Tactics and Survival — Critical Incidents (High Risk) 
2. Emergency Vehicle Operations (EVOC)

recommendations of the Panel.

SYNOPSIS 


On June 6, 2019, an Internal Affairs Bureau (IAB) Shooting M Team comprised 


of Lieut inh Dinh, Sergeants Scott Chapman, land Steve 
Upton, responded to in the city of Inglewood, 


regarding an on-duty hit shooting. On August 2, 2021, the case was reassigned to 
Sergeant Paulette Cain. 


Suspect Edtwon Stamps sustained gunshot wounds to his head, left hand, left arm, left 
leg, and right buttocks. He was transported to Harbor-UCLA Medical Center where he 
was pronounced deceased. No deputies were injured 


Lieutenant Dinh verified South Los Angeles (SLA) Station watch commander, 
Lieutenant Carlos Parga, оок reasonable steps to ensure the involved 
personnel did not discuss the incident among themselves or with uninvolved persons 
prior to being interviewed by the assigned investigators. Lieutenant Dinh also ensured 
Lieutenant Parga knew the involved personnel should not collectively consult with their 
representatives. Additionally, Lieutenant Dinh confirmed Lieutenant Parga ensured the 
involved personnel remained in the company of a supervisor until they provided 
individual statements to the assigned investigators. 


Upon their arrival, IAB investigators learned there was an active command post and 
containment of the crime scene. Investigators learned of the series, nts, which 
culminated in the on-duty hit shooting, by Deputies Quang Huynh, Aiii... 
Michael Lee, һо were assigned to SLA Station at the time of the incident. 


Sheriffs Department Homicide Bureau Detectives Kevin Acebedo, Fae Robin 
Amador, AB... and assumed control of the shooting investigation. For 
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further information, refer to the Homicide Bureau case book, under Uniform Report 
Number (URN) 019-04852-0399-055 [Exhibit A]. 


SUMMARY 


On June 6, 2019, Deputies Huynh and Lee were assigned as Unit 32. At approximately 
2218 hours, they were stopped in their black and white patrol vehicle, in the southbound 
number #2 lane of Crenshaw Boulevard at the intersection of Imperial Highway. Deputy 
Huynh (passenger) conducted a routine license plate inquiry on the Mobile Digital 
Computer (MDC) of a Dodge Neon (CA Po M in the #3 lane of 
Crenshaw Boulevard and learned the vehicle’s registration was expired. 


Deputy Lee (driver) activated the overhead lights and siren “yelp” to conduct a traffic 
stop. The driver, Suspect Edtwon Stamps, turned westbound on Imperial Highway from 
Crenshaw Boulevard and stopped his vehicle along the north curb line. 


Deputy Huynh exited the patrol vehicle and approached Suspect Stamps’ vehicle along 
the passenger side. Deputy Lee exited the patrol vehicle and approached Suspect 
Stamps’ vehicle along the driver's side. Deputy Huynh noticed Suspect Stamps was the 
sole occupant in the vehicle. Through a partially opened passenger side window, 
Deputy Huynh ordered Suspect Stamps to turn the vehicle's engine off, which Suspect 
Stamps complied. 


Through a partially opened driver side window, Deputy Lee asked Suspect Stamps if he 
had a driver license. Suspect Stamps replied he did not but could provide his driver 
license number. Deputy Lee ordered Suspect Stamps to step out of the vehicle pending 
a driving without a license investigation; however, Suspect Stamps refused. Deputy 
Lee attempted to open the driver side door; however, it was locked. Suspect Stamps 
refused to open the door. 


Suddenly, Suspect Stamps started the vehicle ignition and drove away at a high rate of 
speed (approximately 60 mph) westbound on Imperial Highway. Deputies Lee and 
Huynh returned to the patrol vehicle to follow Suspect Stamps. They observed Suspect 
Stamps made a right turn northbound onto the first residential street, Lemoli Avenue, 
and out of view.

Suspect Stamps turned west onto Imperial Highway and drove westbound. Suspect

Deputies Lee and Huynh attempted to conduct a U-turn at the same intersection but 
due to roadway construction on Imperial Highway and vehicular traffic, they were 
delayed in catching up to Suspect Stamps’ vehicle. They lost visual of Suspect Stamps’ 
vehicle. 


IAB Note: Surveillance video showed Deputy Lee and Huynh conducted 
a U-turn immediately after the suspect vehicle. Additionally, 
the surveillance video showed Deputies Lee and Huynh were 
not obstructed by roadway construction nor oncoming traffic. 
On August 25, 2022, the discrepancy was discussed in the follow- 
up interview with Deputy Lee. 


Deputies Lee and Huynh followed the direction they last saw Suspect Stamps and 
turned south onto Yukon Avenue. As they continued southbound, Deputy Huynh 
observed a vehicle’s brakes lights west of them on 115" Street. They drove west and 
located Suspect Stamps’ vehicle. They observed Suspect Stamps exit his vehicle and 
ran west on 115" Street. Suspect Stamps climbed over a fence on the west end of a 
construction site, but Deputies Lee and Huynh did not pursue Suspect Stamps into the 
construction site. 


Deputy Lee reversed the patrol vehicle to Yukon Avenue. Deputies Lee and Huynh 
continued north on Yukon Avenue to Imperial Highway. They turned west on Imperial 
Highway and observed Suspect Stamps as he walked west on the south sidewalk. 
Deputy Huynh exited the patrol vehicle and ran toward Suspect Stamps. 


Deputy Lee remained in the patrol vehicle and drove a short distance ahead of Suspect 
Stamps and Deputy Huynh. Deputy Lee stopped the patrol vehicle in a driveway 
entrance located at Suspect Stamps walked south into 
the driveway at the location, near the front of the residence. As Deputy Lee exited the 
patrol vehicle, Suspect Stamps turned toward Deputy Lee. 


Deputy Huynh ran shortly behind Suspect Stamps and stopped near a dumpster east of

The Los Angeles County Fire Department personnel responded and provided medical 
attention to Suspect Stamps. Suspect Stamps was transported to Harbor- UCLA 
Medical Center. On June 7, 2019, at approximately 0152 hours, Dr. Vincent Chong 
pronounced Suspect Stamps deceased. 


On June 8, 2019, a Post-Mortem Examination was conducted by Forensic Pathologist, 
Dr. Vadims Poukens of the Los Angeles County Department of Medical Examiner- 
Coroner. Dr. Poukens later concluded the gunshot wound Suspect Stamps sustained 
to the head was self-inflicted. Supervising Criminalist Sarah Buxton de Quintana of the 
Los Angeles County Department of Medical Examiner-Coroner reviewed Suspect 
Stamps’ toxicology results. The toxicology report indicated the presence of marijuana in 
Suspect Stamps’ body [Exhibit A, Medical Examiner-Coroner Report, pages 174- 
203]. 
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The involved deputies were not assigned body-worn cameras at the time of the 
shooting. 


DISTRICT ATTORNEY’S LETTER OF OPINION 


The Los Angeles County District Attorney's Office Justice System Integrity Division 
reviewed the shooting of Suspect Stamps by Deputies Lee and Huynh. In their letter of 
opinion, dated November 8, 2021, Deputy District Attorney Alan Yochelson concluded, 
Deputies Lee and Huynh, acted in lawful self-defense and defense of others [Exhibit 
B].

00:11:40 A patrol vehicle (Lee and Huynh) entered a driveway to the south. 

00:11:44 Deputy Huynh ran westbound on the south sidewalk. His light was 
illuminated, and muzzle flash was seen. 

00:11:59 Deputy Huynh used cover toward a telephone pole. His light was 
illuminated, and muzzle flashes were seen. 

STATEMENTS 


The following narratives are intended only as a synopsis of the interviews. Additional 
information and precise wording may be obtained by reviewing the digitally audio 
recorded interviews and verbatim transcriptions. 


INVOLVED EMPLOYEE STATEMENTS 


DEPUTY QUANG HUYNH 


On, June 7, 2019, and June 26, 2019, Involved Employee Deputy Quang Huynh was 
interviewed by Homicide Bureau detectives. Deputy Huynh was represented by 
Attorney Robert Wexler. 
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On July 25, 2022, and August 25, 2022, Deputy Huynh was interviewed by IAB 
investigators at the IAB’s office. Deputy Huynh was represented by Attorney Bill 
Hadden. 


On June 6, 2019, Deputy Huynh was assigned to SLA Station as Unit 32, with his 
partner, Deputy Michael Lee. Their shift was from О ог on early morning 
shift. Deputies Huynh and Lee were radio car partners for approximately two years 
prior to this incident. 


Deputies Huynh and Lee saw a blue Dodge Neon, stopped at the red light, facing south 
at Crenshaw Boulevard and Imperial Highway in the #3 lane. Deputy Huynh, who was 
the passenger, conducted a license plate check of the vehicle and learned the vehicle 
registration to the Neon expired on October 8, 2018. Deputies Lee and Huynh 
conducted a traffic stop of the vehicle after it turned west on Imperial Highway from 
Crenshaw Boulevard. The vehicle stopped approximately “20 yards” away [Deputy 
Huynh’s transcribed IAB interview D, page 4]. Deputy Huynh approached the 
vehicle on the passenger side, while Deputy Lee approached the driver's side of the 
vehicle. 


Deputy Huynh contacted the driver, Suspect Stamps, through a partially opened 
passenger window and saw Suspect Stamps was the only occupant in the vehicle. 
Deputy Huynh stood between the front passenger door and passenger side rear panel 
[Deputy Huynh's transcribed IAB interview D, page 5]. Deputy Huynh asked 
Suspect Stamps to turn off the vehicle, which Suspect Stamps complied. Deputy Huynh 
directed Suspect Stamps to speak to Deputy Lee, who stood by the front driver's side 
door. 


Deputy Lee asked Suspect Stamps for his driver's license, and Suspect Stamps replied 
he did not have one. Deputy Lee asked Suspect Stamps to exit his vehicle pending a 
driving without a license investigation; however, Suspect Stamps refused. Deputy 
Huynh moved to the driver's side of the vehicle to assist Deputy Lee. Suspect Stamps 
started the ignition and drove away from Deputies Lee and Huynh at a high rate of 
speed westbound on Imperial Highway. Deputy Huynh was unable to assess if Suspect 
Stamps was under the influence of narcotics or alcohol, or mentally ill. 


IAB investigators asked Deputy Huynh if he considered requesting back up units or a 
sergeant to respond to their location. Deputy Huynh did not consider calling for backup 
or a supervisor because Suspect Stamps answered their questions [Deputy Huynh's 
transcribed IAB interview D, page 8]. Suspect Stamps was initially cooperative and 
kept his hands on the steering and Deputy Huynh did not believe “anything was 
unusual" [Deputy Huynh's transcribed IAB interview D, page 8]. IAB investigators 
asked Deputy Huynh if he notified his dispatch regarding his traffic stop. Deputy Huynh 
said it was not "common practice" to notify dispatch when he and his partner conducted 
a traffic stop and they did not intend to pursue Suspect Huynh [Deputy Huynh's 
transcribed IAB interview D, page 9]. Deputy Huynh said they conduct their traffic 
stop first and then input an observation tag afterward. 
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IAB Note: An observation tag occurs when a deputy inputs, into the 
Mobile Digital Computer (MDC), their location, reason for 
Traffic the stop or other activity, and other pertinent information, to 
describe their activities in the field. This information becomes a 
permanent record and is a part of the deputy's daily worksheet. 


Deputies Lee and Huynh re-entered their patrol vehicle and attempted to relocate 
Suspect Stamps. Suspect Stamps turned north on a street, either Lemoli Avenue or 
Doty Avenue, which led into a residential area. Deputies Lee and Huynh turned 
northbound onto the first residential street where they last saw Suspect Stamps. 
Deputies Lee and Huynh drove through the neighborhood between the streets of Lemoli 
Avenue and Doty Avenue, and between 112!" Street and 108" Street to attempt to 
locate Suspect Stamps. 


IAB investigators asked Deputy Huynh if he considered themselves to be in a vehicle 
pursuit after Suspect Stamps drove away. Deputy Huynh said they were not in a pursuit 
because he and Deputy Lee were not close enough to Suspect Stamps [Deputy 
Huynh’s transcribed IAB interview D, page 9]. Deputy Huynh said they did not catch 
up with Suspect Stamps and lost visual of him three times [Deputy Huynh's 
transcribed IAB interview D, pages 12-13]. In addition, Deputy Huynh said the lights 
and sirens on the patrol vehicle were not activated. IAB investigators asked Deputy 
Huynh his understanding of the Department's pursuit policy. Deputy Huynh said he had 
a “full understanding" of the Department's vehicle pursuit policy and knowledge that 
personnel can initiate a vehicle pursuit of "certain crimes" [Deputy Huynh's 
transcribed IAB interview D, page 10]. 


IAB Note: After reviewing the GeoSpatial Technologies (GST) Tracker Activity 
report and map obtained from the MDC, IAB investigators were 
unable to determine the length of the pursuit [Exhibit D]. 


After approximately three to four minutes, while Deputies Lee and Huynh drove 
southbound on Yukon Avenue, they saw Suspect Stamps driving southbound on Doty 
Avenue, approximately four to six blocks in front of them. Deputy Huynh lost sight of 
Suspect Stamps when he drove west on Imperial Highway. Deputies Lee and Huynh 
drove westbound on Imperial Highway where Suspect Stamps was last seen. 
Approximately "30 to 40 yards" from them, Suspect Stamps made a U-turn mid-block 
between Doty Avenue and Yukon Avenue [Deputy Huynh's transcribed IAB 
interview D, page 12]. Deputy Lee made the U-turn and drove east on Imperial 
Highway. Suspect Stamps turned southbound on Doty Avenue, from Imperial Highway. 
Deputy Huynh again lost sight of Suspect Stamps. Deputies Lee and Huynh followed 
Suspect Stamps' last seen direction south on Doty Avenue. 


IAB Note: Deputy Huynh initially said he and Deputy Lee turned 
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south on Doty Avenue, but later clarified they turned south 
on Yukon Avenue to follow Suspect Stamps. 


As they approached 115" Street, Deputy Huynh looked west and saw Suspect Stamps’ 
vehicle parked in the middle of the street with the brake lights illuminated approximately 
“25 to 30 yards away” [Deputy Huynh’s transcribed IAB interview D, page 16]. 
Deputies Lee and Huynh turned west on 115" Street and approached Suspect Stamps 
parked vehicle. As they drove close, Suspect Stamps exited the vehicle and ran west 
on 115 Street. Suspect Stamps climbed а wall that led into a construction site. 
Deputies Lee and Huynh approached Suspect Stamps’ vehicle and confirmed it was 
unoccupied. Suspect Stamps turned and ran north through the construction site. 
Deputy Huynh lost sight of Suspect Stamps [Deputy Huynh’s transcribed IAB 
interview D, page 6]. 


IAB investigators asked Deputy Huynh if a containment was established. Deputy Huynh 
said a containment was not established because Suspect Stamps was only wanted for 
driving without a license and “we (Huynh and Lee) didn't feel the need to set up a 
containment” [Deputy Huynh’s transcribed IAB interview D, page 18]. Deputies 
Huynh and Lee did not broadcast any radio communication during this time. 


Deputies Lee and Huynh re-entered their patrol vehicle and drove back to Imperial 
Highway, believing Suspect Stamps would run through the construction zone and back 
out onto Imperial Highway. Deputy Lee drove west on Imperial Highway. Deputy 
Huynh saw Suspect Stamps running east on the south sidewalk. Deputy Lee drove 
along the south curb line of Imperial Highway. As Deputy Huynh opened the patrol 
vehicle to exit, Suspect Stamps changed his direction and ran west along the south 
sidewalk. 


Deputy Huynh exited the patrol vehicle and initiated a foot pursuit and ran toward 
Suspect Stamps. Deputy Lee drove the patrol car past Deputy Huynh. Deputy Huynh 
terminated his foot pursuit before he was able to broadcast on the radio. Deputy Huynh 
estimated he ran approximately 10 to 15 feet when he terminated his foot pursuit. 
Deputy Huynh said he continued to run “after the patrol car’ [Deputy Huynh’s 
transcribed IAB interview D, pages 19-20]. Deputy Lee continued to drive west to 
“cut in front (ahead of)" of Suspect Stamps [Deputy Huynh’s transcribed IAB 
interview D, page 20]. Deputy Huynh estimated he was approximately 15 feet away 
from the patrol vehicle and Suspect Stamps. 


Deputy Lee drove into a driveway located E | | Suspect 


Stamps walked into the driveway. Deputy Huynh continued to run toward Suspect 
Stamps, who stood in the driveway. Deputy Huynh stopped near a dumpster 
approximately 10 feet away. Suspect Stamps turned toward Deputy Lee. Deputy 
Huynh retrieved his firearm and detained Suspect Stamps at gunpoint. Deputy Huynh 
ordered Suspect Stamps to show his hand and to get on the ground; however, Suspect 
Stamps did not comply [Deputy Huynh's transcribed IAB interview D, page 21]. 
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Suspect Stamps reached into his waistband and retrieved a black semi-automatic 
firearm with his right hand. Suspect Stamps turned toward Deputy Huynh and pointed 
the firearm at him. Deputy Huynh feared for his life and believed Suspect Stamps 
would kill him; therefore, Deputy Huynh fired approximately three to six rounds from his 
firearm toward Suspect Stamps’ torso [Deputy Huynh's transcribed IAB interview D, 
page 24]. Simultaneously, Deputy Huynh saw a muzzle flash from Suspect Stamps 
firearm and Suspect Stamps fired one round toward Deputy Huynh. Deputy Lee was 
positioned to the west from Deputy Huynh. Their positions created a "triangle" 
formation from Suspect Stamps [Deputy Huynh's transcribed IAB interview D, page 
23]. Deputy Huynh recalled his backdrop was the cinderblock wall behind Suspect 
Stamps. Deputy Huynh did not believe there were crossfire issues. 


Deputy Huynh's firearm malfunctioned, and he took a position of cover behind a 
dumpster. Deputy Huynh cleared the malfunction by ejecting the magazine and 
reloading a fresh magazine. Deputy Huynh heard Deputy Lee initiated emergency radio 
traffic and advised of a deputy involved shooting [Deputy Huynh's transcribed IAB 
interview D, page 24]. Deputy Huynh stood up and saw Suspect Stamps fired twice 
toward Deputy Lee. Suspect Stamps turned toward Deputy Huynh and fired twice at 
him. Deputy Huynh ducked and took cover behind a dumpster [Deputy Huynh's 
transcribed Homicide interview A, page 18]. Deputy Huynh stood back up and shot 
approximately 15 rounds toward Suspect Stamps until his magazine emptied. Deputy 
Huynh reloaded another magazine into his firearm. 


Suspect Stamps ran toward the sidewalk and Deputy Huynh retreated east and took 
cover behind a telephone pole on the south sidewalk. Suspect Stamps walked toward 
the patrol vehicle and entered from the open driver's side door. Suspect Stamps sat in 
the driver's seat of the patrol vehicle. Suspect Stamps fired two rounds in a west 
direction from the open driver's side door. Deputy Huynh believed Suspect Stamps was 
shooting toward Deputy Lee. From approximately 15- 20 feet, Deputy Huynh fired 
approximately 8-12 times into the patrol vehicle at Suspect Stamps. Deputy Huynh 
Stopped shooting when he saw Suspect Stamps slumped over in the driver's seat 
[Deputy Huynh's transcribed Homicide interview A, page 22]. 


Deputy Lee emerged from the westside of the location. Deputies Huynh and Lee went 
to the rear of the patrol vehicle and waited for assisting units to arrive. Assisting units 
arrived on scene and provided medical aid to Suspect Stamps. "Deputy Huynh was later 
transported to SLA Station by Deputy Blake Corrigan, P | 


Homicide Bureau investigators read Deputy Huynh a video admonishment prior to him 
viewing the video recordings [Exhibit A, Surveillance Videos]. Deputy Huynh viewed 
the video footage of the incident. Deputy Huynh did not have any further statement 
regarding the video. Homicide Investigators asked Deputy Huynh if he was part of the 
approach of the patrol vehicle to render Suspect Stamps aid. Deputy Huynh said he 
stood behind the group of deputies as they made their approach. Deputy Huynh did not 
hear any additional gun shots as the deputies approached the patrol vehicle [Involved 
Employee Deputy Huynh's Homicide Transcript B]. 
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Homicide Bureau investigators examined Deputy Huynh’s firearm. Deputy Huynh 
carried his Department issued Beretta 92FS firearm with a light attachment. The 
firearm had one 9mm bullet chambered and 3 bullets in the magazine [Involved 
Employee Deputy Huynh’s Homicide Transcript C]. 


IAB Note: Deputy Huynh’s firearm was loaded at capacity, with 16 rounds. 
During the firearm examination by Homicide Bureau investigators, it 
was determined Deputy Huynh fired 29 rounds from his firearm 
[Exhibit A, Homicide casebook, pages 8-9, 96-98]. 


IAB investigators read Deputy Huynh a video admonishment prior to him viewing the 
video recordings titled "CH3" and "CH4" [Exhibit A, Surveillance Videos]. Deputy 
Huynh viewed the video footages of the incident. Deputy Huynh did not have any 
additional statements after viewing the video “CH3.” After reviewing video “CH4,” 
Deputy Huynh identified the patrol vehicle they drove and Suspect Stamps' vehicle in 
the footage. Deputy Huynh observed their patrol vehicle close behind Suspect Stamps 
vehicle while they conducted a U-turn near the intersections of Imperial Highway and 
Yukon Avenue than he originally recalled [Involved Employee Deputy Huynh's 
transcribed IAB interview E, page 2]. IAB investigators asked Deputy Huynh if he 
saw himself exiting the patrol vehicle in the "CH4" video. Deputy Huynh said the video 
depicted his initiation of a foot pursuit. Deputy Huynh terminated his foot pursuit after 
he saw the patrol vehicle drive past him [Involved Employee Deputy Huynh's 
transcribed IAB interview E, pages 3-4]. Deputy Huynh additionally listened to the 
radio traffic. Deputy Huynh did not broadcast his foot pursuit. 


IAB investigators showed Deputy Huynh a map obtained from the MDC of the route of 
travel during the incident [Exhibit D] and a “Google” map [Exhibit E] of the area. 
Deputy Huynh marked an “X” on the map [Exhibit E] where they conducted a traffic 
stop of Suspect Stamps’ vehicle. Deputy Huynh drew an arrow in a westerly direction 
where Suspect Stamps’ vehicle drove off and a circle where they lost sight of his vehicle 
[Involved Employee Deputy Huynh’s transcribed IAB interview D, pages 13-14]. 
After reviewing the “Google” map, Deputy Huynh recalled relocating Suspect Stamps’ 
vehicle as it turned onto Yukon Avenue from either 112^ or 113^ Street. Deputy Huynh 
placed a dot on 112'^ Street and Yukon Avenue. Deputy Huynh recalled he and Deputy 
Lee were either on 108" or 109" Street. Deputy Huynh placed a dot midblock Imperial 
Highway between Doty Avenue and Yukon Avenue where Suspect Stamps conducted a 
U-turn [Involved Employee Deputy Huynh's transcribed IAB interview D, pages 15- 
16]. Deputy Huynh was additionally shown the GST Tracker Report Activity from the 
MDC of patrol vehicle, SD 7155 [Exhibit D]. 


INVOLVED EMPLOYEE DEPUTY MICHAEL LEE 
On, June 7, 2019, and June 26, 2019, Involved Employee Deputy Michael Lee was 


interviewed by Homicide Bureau detectives at the Homicide Bureau office. Deputy Lee 
was represented by Attorney Robert Wexler. 
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On July 25, 2022, and August 25, 2022, Deputy Lee was interviewed by IAB 
investigators at the IAB office. Deputy Lee was represented by Attorney Bill Hadden. 


On June 6, 2019, Deputy Lee was assigned to SLA Station as Unit 32, with his partner, 
Deputy Huynh. Their shift was from ош... on early morning shift. 
Deputies Lee and Huynh were radio car partners for two years prior to this incident. 


Deputies Lee and Huynh saw a Dodge Neon, stopped at the red light, facing south on 
Crenshaw Boulevard and Imperial Highway in the #2 lane. Deputy Huynh, who was the 
passenger, conducted a license plate check of the vehicle and learned the registration 
to the Neon was expired [Deputy Lee’s transcribed IAB interview D, page 4]. 
Deputies Lee and Huynh conducted a traffic stop of the vehicle after it turned west on 
Imperial Highway from Crenshaw Boulevard. Deputy Lee approached the driver's side 
of the vehicle, while Deputy Huynh approached the vehicle on the passenger side. 
Deputy Lee saw the driver, Suspect Stamps, was the only occupant in the vehicle. 
Deputy Lee asked Suspect Stamps for his driver's license and Suspect Stamps replied 
he did not have one. Deputy Lee asked Suspect Stamps to exit his vehicle pending a 
driving without a license investigation; however, Suspect Stamps refused. Deputy 
Huynh moved to the driver's side of the vehicle to assist Deputy Lee. Suspect Stamps 
started the vehicle and drove away from Deputies Lee and Huynh at a high rate of 
speed westbound on Imperial Highway. 


IAB investigators asked Deputy Lee if he considered requesting back up units or a 
sergeant to respond to his location when Suspect Stamps initially refused to comply. 
Deputy Lee said he would have contacted a sergeant had Suspect Stamps continued to 
refuse to exit his vehicle. ІАВ investigators asked Deputy Lee if he notified his dispatch 
regarding his traffic stop. Deputy Lee said he typically did not notify dispatch when he 
and his partner conducted traffic stops. Deputy Lee said they conduct their traffic stop 
first and then input an observation tag afterward. 


Deputies Lee and Huynh re-entered their patrol vehicle and attempted to catch up to 
Suspect Stamps. Deputy Lee recalled by the time they re-entered their patrol vehicle, 
they saw Suspect Stamps turned north on a street leading into a residential area. 
Deputies Lee and Huynh attempted to catch up to Suspect Stamps and turned 
northbound onto the first residential street they came to, Lemoli Avenue. Deputies Lee 
and Huynh drove through the neighborhood between Lemoli Avenue and Doty Avenue, 
and in between 112" Street and 108" Street, to locate Suspect Stamps. Deputy Lee 
recalled travelling at a *high rate of speed" but did not recall the actual speed he 
travelled [Deputy Lee's transcribed IAB interview D, page 8]. 


IAB investigators asked Deputy Lee if he considered himself to be in a pursuit when he 
initially attempted to catch up to Suspect Stamps. Deputy Lee said he was not in a 
vehicle pursuit because he and Deputy Huynh were not close enough to Suspect 
Stamps. Deputy Lee said they tried to catch up to Suspect Stamps so they could 
initiate a pursuit [Deputy Lee's transcribed IAB interview D, page 9]. Deputy Lee 
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said when they conducted the traffic stop, he activated his forward-facing red light. 
Deputy Lee did not remember if the red light remained on when they attempted to catch 
up to Suspect Stamps. 


After approximately three to four minutes, while Deputies Lee and Huynh drove 
southbound on Yukon Avenue, they saw Suspect Stamps driving southbound on Yukon 
Avenue, approximately three to four blocks in front of them. Suspect Stamps drove 
west on Imperial Highway from Yukon Avenue, then made a U-turn on Imperial 
Highway, heading back east. Deputy Lee followed Suspect Stamps westbound on 
Imperial Highway but was unable to make a U-turn to follow Suspect Stamps 
eastbound, because of oncoming traffic. When Deputy Lee made the U-turn, he 
noticed Suspect Stamps turned southbound on Yukon Avenue, from Imperial Highway. 
Deputies Lee and Huynh followed Suspect Stamps south on Yukon Avenue to 115'^ 
Street where Deputy Huynh looked west and saw Suspect Stamps' vehicle parked in 
the middle of the street. 


Deputies Lee and Huynh turned west on 115'" Street and approached Suspect Stamps 
parked vehicle. As drove closer, Suspect Stamps exited the vehicle and ran west on 

115^ Street. Suspect Stamps climbed a wall that led into a construction site. Deputies 
Lee and Huynh approached Suspect Stamps' vehicle and confirmed it was unoccupied. 


Deputies Lee and Huynh re-entered their patrol vehicle and drove back to Imperial 
Highway, believing Suspect Stamps would run through the construction zone and back 
out onto Imperial Highway. Deputy Lee drove west on Imperial Highway where he saw 
Suspect Stamps running east on the south sidewalk. Deputy Lee drove along the south 
curb line of Imperial Highway. Deputy Lee said Suspect Stamps was running toward 
them; therefore, Deputy Huynh exited the patrol vehicle to detain Suspect Stamps, but 
Suspect Stamps ran west on Imperial Highway. Deputy Lee said he accelerated 
westbound, driving parallel to Deputy Huynh and Suspect Stamps as Deputy Huynh ran 
behind Suspect Stamps. Deputy Lee said he did not lose sight of his partner [Deputy 
Lee's transcribed IAB interview D, page 13]. Deputy Lee estimated he was 
approximately 60 feet away from his partner as he drove past Deputy Huynh. 


As Deputy Lee past Suspect Stamps, Deputy Lee turned into a driveway to cut off 
Suspect Stamps. Suspect Stamps stopped and walked into the rear of the driveway. 
Suspect Stamps removed a black semiautomatic pistol from his waistband. When 
Deputy Lee exited his patrol vehicle, there was nothing between him and Suspect 
Stamps. Deputy Lee estimated he and Suspect Stamps were approximately 15 feet 
apart. As Suspect Stamps pointed the firearm at Deputy Lee, Deputy Lee unholstered 
his firearm and sought cover behind two parked vehicles on the west side of the 
driveway. Suspect Stamps positioned himself behind a vehicle, which was parked on 
the east side of the driveway. Deputy Lee heard gunshots, but he was not sure who 
fired first [Deputy Lee's transcribed IAB interview D, pages 12-13]. 
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Deputy Huynh had positioned himself on the east side of the driveway. Deputy Lee 
thought he heard Deputy Huynh yell at Suspect Stamps to show his hands. Deputy Lee 
saw Suspect Stamps fired his firearm at him and at Deputy Huynh. Deputies Lee and 
Huynh were approximately 30 feet away from each other. 


Deputy Lee fired at Suspect Stamps from his position of cover and estimated he fired 16 
or 17 rounds in multiple volleys of fire. Deputy Lee fired approximately 8 rounds in the 
first volley. Deputy Lee said he would shoot two rounds then reassess because he was 
trained to fire in that manner. Deputy Lee said while he reassessed, he looked at 
Suspect Stamps to determine what he was doing. When Suspect Stamps would shoot 
at Deputy Huynh, Deputy Lee would fire at Suspect Stamps. When Suspect Stamps 
would turn to fire at Deputy Lee, Deputy Lee dove for cover behind the vehicles. 

Deputy Lee said his backdrop was the construction site, which was east of his location. 
Deputy Lee broadcasted emergency radio traffic notifying units of their location and 
situation. During the shooting, Deputy Lee aimed for Suspect Stamps torso. Deputy 
Lee said there was no crossfire issue between him and Deputy Huynh. 


After firing the first volley of rounds, Deputy Lee reloaded his firearm. After reloading, 
he looked and saw Suspect Stamps walking in the driveway toward the patrol vehicle. 
Deputy Lee told Homicide investigators his weapon “jammed” a second time prior to 
Suspect Stamps entering the patrol vehicle [Deputy Lee’s Homicide Interview A, 
page 19]. The driver's door was left open, and the key was in the ignition. Suspect 
Stamps sat in the driver's seat and raised his firearm and fired at Deputy Lee. Deputy 
Lee said due to the position of the patrol vehicle, Suspect Stamps faced him. Deputy 
Lee returned fire through the patrol vehicle's windshield. Deputy Lee estimated he fired 
approximately 6 or 7 rounds. During the volley of fire, Deputy Lee's backdrop was 
Imperial Highway and motels located across the street. Suspect Stamps fired at least 
one additional round at Deputy Lee after Deputy Lee's second volley of fire. Suspect 
Stamps revved the patrol car's engine which caused Deputy Lee to move from his 
position of cover. Deputy Lee believed he was in danger of being hit by the patrol 
vehicle if Suspect Stamps began to drive forward. 


Deputy Lee reassessed during the second volley of fire by monitoring Suspect Stamps 
movements. Deputy Lee noticed Suspect Stamps was slumped over to one side. 
Deputy Lee said neither he nor Deputy Huynh fired anymore rounds. 


Deputy Lee described his mindset at the time of the shooting. Deputy Lee thought he 
and Deputy Huynh were in a really bad situation and they needed to get out of it one 
way or another [Deputy Lee's transcribed IAB interview D, page 21]. 


Deputy Lee said during the shooting his firearm malfunctioned. Deputy Lee later 
discovered the magazine he used had been discontinued by the manufacturer due to 
causing malfunctions. 


Homicide Bureau investigators read Deputy Lee a video admonishment prior to him 
viewing the video recordings [Exhibit A, Surveillance Videos]. Deputy Lee viewed the 
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video footage of the incident. Homicide Investigators asked Deputy Lee where he stood 
when he broadcasted the emergency radio traffic. Deputy Lee stated he stood in the 
driveway behind one of the vehicles parked on the westside of the driveway. The 
emergency broadcast occurred prior to Suspect Stamps entering the patrol vehicle. 
Homicide Investigators asked Deputy Lee if he was a part of the approach of the patrol 
vehicle to render Suspect Stamps aid. Deputy Lee said he did not assist in approaching 
the patrol vehicle to render aid. Deputy Lee did not hear any additional gun shots as 
the deputies approached the patrol vehicle [Involved Employee Deputy Lee's 
Homicide Transcript B]. 


Homicide Bureau investigators examined Deputy Lee's firearm. Deputy Lee carried his 
Department approved Sig Sauer P227 firearm with a light attachment. The firearm had 
one .45 caliber bullet chambered and 6 bullets in the magazine [Involved Employee 
Deputy Lee's Homicide Transcript C]. 


IAB Note: Deputy Lee's firearm was loaded at capacity, with 15 rounds. 
Deputy Lee's firearm was loaded with an extended magazine. 
Deputy Lee had two firearm malfunctions during the incident. 
During the second malfunction, Deputy Lee replaced his magazine 
with the original extended magazine. Deputy Lee's extended 
magazine was Department authorized. During the firearm 
examination by Homicide Bureau investigators, it was determined 
Deputy Lee fired 16 rounds from his firearm [Exhibit A, Homicide 
casebook, pages 4, 96-98]. 


Deputy Lee was read the video advisement and shown the surveillance video of the 
incident titled “CH3.” After viewing the video, IAB investigators asked Deputy Lee if he 
considered conducting a felony traffic stop upon seeing Suspect Stamps on foot, as 
opposed to cutting Suspect Stamps off with his patrol vehicle. Deputy Lee said people 
ran from them all the time. Deputy Lee believed if Suspect Stamps had a weapon, he 
most likely got rid of it in the construction site. Deputy Lee wanted to detain Suspect 
Stamps and complete their investigation to determine what they had exactly. Deputy 
Lee said in hindsight, they should have placed Suspect Stamps in a prone position and 
asked other units to respond to their location. Deputy Lee said they should have also 
communicated with other units to help look for Suspect Stamps prior to the shooting. 
Deputy Lee said it would have been beneficial to have more deputies with them when 
the shooting occurred [Deputy Lee's transcribed IAB interview D, pages 26-27]. 


On August 25, 2022, IAB investigators reinterviewed Deputy Lee and read him a video 
admonishment prior to him viewing the video recording titled "CH4" [Exhibit A, 
Surveillance Videos]. Deputy Lee viewed the video footages of the incident. Deputy 
Lee did not have any additional statements after viewing the video "CH4." IAB 
investigators asked Deputy Lee if he saw his patrol vehicle and Suspect Stamps vehicle 
in the video. Deputy Lee identified their patrol vehicle and Suspect Stamps' vehicle in 
the footage. IAB investigators asked Deputy Lee if in the video he noticed any 
oncoming traffic prior to conducting a U-turn as mentioned in his previous ІАВ interview. 
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Deputy Lee recalled having to wait or yield for oncoming traffic, but in the video, he did 
not see any oncoming traffic [Involved Employee Deputy Lee’s IAB Transcript E, 
pages 3-4]. IAB investigators asked Deputy Lee if he was in pursuit. Deputy Lee did 
not believe they were in pursuit because they lost sight of Suspect Stamps. Deputy Lee 
recalled losing sight of Suspect Stamps vehicle three times [Involved Employee 
Deputy Lee's IAB Transcript E, page 4]. IAB investigators provided Deputy Lee a 
map obtained from the MDC of the route of travel during the incident and the GST 
Tracker Activity Report [Exhibit D]. 


IAB Note: After reviewing the GST Tracker Activity report and map obtained 
from the MDC, IAB investigators were unable to determine the 
length of the pursuit [Exhibit D].

Sheriff's Station. Deputy Tepale did not have representation. 


On June 6, 2019, Deputy Tepale was assigned to SLA Station as unit n his 
partner, Detective- early morning shift. 


Deputy Tepale and his partner responded to = = т to a deputy 
involved shooting. Upon arriving, Deputy Tepale saw Deputies Greene, Quinones, and 
Huynh. Deputy Tepale recalled seeing a patrol vehicle in the street, but he could not 
recall anything else. 


Deputy Tepale was directed by Deputies Quinones and Green to canvas the area for 
any potential witnesses. Deputy Tepale contacted [EEE Witness Eat her 
residence. Witness linear approximately 20 shots and saw Deputy Lee take 
cover behind a vehicle parked in front o! idence. Deputy Lee reloaded his 
weapon and fired his weapon.

DEPUTY JUSTIN GREENE 


On June 21, 2022, IAB investigators interviewed Deputy Justin Greene at the IAB office. 
Deputy Greene was represented by Attorney Leslie Wilcox. 


On June 6, 2019, Deputy Greene was assigned to SLA Station as Unit 31, with his 


Christopher Quinones on early morning shift. They responded to 
in the city of Inglewood, regarding a deputy involved shooting 
involving Unit 32, Deputies Lee and Huynh. 


When Deputies Greene and Quinones arrived on scene, Deputy Greene recalled seeing 
multiple SLA units detaining a patrol vehicle at gunpoint in a southeast direction. 

Deputy Greene saw Deputy Honea and Detective M scene. Deputy Greene 
also saw a black and white patrol vehicle, which had multiple bullet holes. Deputy 
Greene saw a male (Suspect Stamps) seated in the driver's seat of the patrol vehicle 
who was slumped over and appeared to be unresponsive [Deputy Greene's 
transcribed interview, page 5]. Suspect Stamps had multiple bullet wounds on his 
body and head. 


A tactical plan was formulated to approach the patrol vehicle and render aid to Suspect 
Stamps who was unresponsive [Deputy Greene's transcribed interview, page 5]. 
Deputy Greene and Detective MM on the patrol vehicle. Deputy Greene 
positioned himself near the front passenger side of the patrol vehicle. Deputy Greene 
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saw several deputies remove Suspect Stamps from the patrol vehicle and render aid. 
Deputy Greene also saw a black and silver firearm on Suspect Stamps’ lap. The 
firearm was placed on the dashboard. Paramedics responded and Suspect Stamps 
was transported to the hospital. 


DEPUTY KEVIN HONEA 


On June 20, 2022, Deputy Kevin Honea was interviewed IAB investigators at the IAB 
office. Deputy Honea was represented by Attorney Bill Hadden. 


On June 6, 2019, Deputy Honea was assigned to SLA Station as Unit 30W4, on a 
summer crime enforcement team, with his partner, Deputy Gonzalez. Deputy Honea 
did not recall the specific hours he worked that day, but the hours were the equivalent of 
PM shift hours. 


Deputies Honea and Gonzalez responded to 3702 % Imperial Highway due to emergent 
radio traffic regarding a deputy involved shooting. Upon arrival, Deputy Honea recalled 
seeing Detective M Deputies Greene and Ike detaining a suspect (Suspect 
Stamps), who was seated inside a patrol vehicle, at gunpoint. Suspect Stamps 
appeared injured, and Deputy Honea retrieved his trauma kit from his patrol vehicle in 
order to provide aid to Suspect Stamps. 


respond. Deputies Honea, Greene, Ike, and Detective formulated a tactical plan 
to approach the patrol vehicle. Deputy Ike was the contact deputy, while Deputies 
Greene MC cproached on the passenger side of the vehicle and provided 
cover. The deputies "staggered" their approach to the vehicle [Deputy Honea's 
transcribed interview, page 5]. Detective ff and Deputy Greene approached first 
and saw a firearm on Suspect Stamps’ lap. Deputy Honea, who approached on the 
driver's side of the vehicle, grabbed Suspect Stamp's left hand. Deputy Honea 
removed the firearm from Suspect Stamp's lap and placed it on dashboard of the patrol 
vehicle. Suspect Stamps was unresponsive to Deputy Honea's actions. 


The deputies gave multiple commands to Suspect ‘vel however, he did not 


Deputy Gonzalez gave Deputy Honea gauze from his trauma kit, and Deputy Honea 
applied it to the wound on Suspect Stamps' left leg. Seconds later, paramedics arrived 
and relieved him in providing aid. 


Deputy Honea said during the debriefing, deputies discussed the option of waiting for 
the Special Enforcement Bureau (SEB) and a K9 unit to respond, because Suspect 
Stamps was armed. It was decided the best course of action was to not wait and to 
formulate a tactical plan to contact wounded Suspect Stamps to provide aid [Deputy 
Honea's transcribed interview, page 8]. 


DEPUTY DANIEL IKE 
On June 20, 2022, Deputy Daniel Ike was interviewed by IAB investigators at the IAB 
office. Deputy Ike was represented by Attorney Bill Hadden. 
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On June 6, 2019, Deputy Ike was assigned to SLA Station as Unit 34, on early morning 
shift with his partner, Deputy Sanchez. 


Deputies Ike and Sanchez responded B -+ to a deputy 
involved shooting. When they arrived on scene, Deputy Ike saw Deputies Greene, 
Tepale and Сео toic Suspect Stamps at gunpoint, from the 
passenger side of a patrol vehicle. Deputy Ike joined alongside and held Suspect 
Stamps at gunpoint. 


Detective йог ve Suspect Stamps orders to show his hands. Suspect Stamps 
appeared unresponsive [Deputy Ike’s transcribed interview, page 5]. Deputy Ike, 
along with Deputies Honea and Gonzalez approached Suspect Stamps from the driver's 
side and removed him from the vehicle. Deputy Ike described their approach toward 
Suspect Stamps as a line along the driver's side of the vehicle. When Suspect Stamps 
was removed from the patrol vehicle, he was unconscious and not breathing. Deputy 
Ike saw Suspect Stamps had multiple gunshot wounds, one of which was to the head. 
Deputy Honea applied a bandage to one of Suspect Stamps' leg. 


Deputy Ike saw a firearm on Suspect Stamps lap as he approached the vehicle. The 
firearm was placed on the vehicle's dashboard; however, Deputy Ike did not recall who 
placed the firearm there. 


Deputy Ike contacted several witnesses to the incident and documented their 
Statements on a supplemental report [Exhibit A, Deputy Ike's supplemental report, 
pages 51-54]. 


DEPUTY DANIEL GONZALEZ 


On June 20, 2022, Deputy Daniel Gonzalez was interviewed by IAB investigators at the 
IAB office. Deputy Gonzalez was represented by Attorney Bill Hadden. 


On June 6, 2019, Deputy Gonzalez was assigned to SLA Station as Unit 30W4, with his 
artner, Deputy Honea. Deputies Gonzalez and Honea responded to 
ШШШ: .- to emergent radio traffic regarding a deputy involved shooting. It took 
Deputies Honea and Gonzalez approximately 15 minutes to arrive to the location from a 
location within Century Station's area. 


Upon their arrival, Deputy Gonzalez saw a patrol vehicle facing south toward a 
residence and the deputies were detaining the vehicle at gunpoint. A male black 
(Suspect Stamps) was in the driver's seat of the patrol vehicle and appeared “lifeless” 
[Deputy Gonzalez’ transcribed interview, page 4]. 


Deputy Gonzalez assisted with moving Suspect Stamps from the patrol vehicle and laid 
him on the ground. Deputy Honea attempted to render aid. Suspect Stamps had an 
apparent gunshot wound to his head. 


Deputy Gonzalez remained on scene and assisted with scene preservation and 
searched for evidence. 
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DEPUTY CHRISTOPHER QUINONES 


On June 23, 2022, Deputy Christopher Quinones was interviewed by IAB investigators 
at the Norwalk Station. Deputy Quinones was represented by Attorney Bill Hadden. 


On June 6, 2019, Deputy Quinones was assigned to SLA Station as Unit 31, with his 
partner, Deputy Greene. Deputies Quinones and Greene responded to 
a: to emergent radio traffic broadcasted regarding a deputy involved 
shooting. Deputies Quinones and Greene arrived at the location approximately in two 
to three minutes. 


Upon arrival, Deputy Quinones saw Deputy Lee's patrol vehicle parked in the driveway. 
There were bullet holes in the patrol vehicle. Deputy Quinones was told by Deputies 
Huynh and Lee that Suspect Stamps was inside the patrol vehicle. Deputy Quinones 
saw Suspect Stamps "slouched" and “unresponsive” [Deputy Quinones’ transcribed 
interview, page 4]. Deputy Quinones saw a significant amount of blood in the vehicle. 
Deputy Quinones saw Suspect Stamps firearm laying underneath his hand, on his lap. 
Deputy Quinones directed deputies to detain Suspect Stamps at gunpoint until a plan 
was formulated. 


Deputy Honea provided first aid to Suspect Stamps outside of the patrol vehicle.

The Justice System Integrity Division of the Los Angeles County District Attorney's Office has 
completed its review of the June 6, 2019, non-fatal shooting of Edtwon Stamps by Los Angeles 
County Sheriff's Department (LASD) Deputies Michael Lee and Quang Huynh. We have 
determined that Deputy Lee and Huynh acted in lawful self-defense and defense of each other 
when they fired their duty weapons, and Stamps succumbed to injuries from a self-inflicted 
gunshot wound. 


The District Attorney's Command Center was notified of this shooting on June 7, 2019, at 
approximately 12:01 a.m. The District Attorney Response Team responded to the scene and was 
given a briefing and walk-through by Lieutenant Charles Calderaro. 


The following analysis is based on reports and other materials, including recorded interviews, 
photographs, video surveillance recordings, and radio communications submitted to this office 
by LASD Homicide Bureau. No compelled statements were considered in this analysis. 


FACTUAL ANALYSIS 


On the evening of June 6, 2019, Lee and Huynh were on-duty and working a uniformed patrol 
assignment. Lee and Huynh were partnered, and Lee was driving a marked patrol car. At 
approximately 10:18 p.m., the deputies were stopped at the intersection of Imperial Highway and 
Crenshaw Boulevard, and Huynh ran the license plate of another car, a Dodge Neon, stopped at 
the intersection. The registration of the Neon was expired. 


The deputies conducted a traffic stop, and the driver of the Neon, Stamps, immediately pulled 
over to the north curb of Imperial Highway. Lee verbally contacted Stamps, who was the sole 
occupant, through Stamps’ driver side window.' Huynh approached the passenger side of the 


! Stamps was the registered owner of the Neon. 


Neon and asked Stamps to turn the engine off, and Stamps complied. Lee asked Stamps for his 
driver’s license. Stamps replied that he did not have a valid driver’s license. Lee asked Stamps 
to exit the car. Stamps refused, and Lee attempted to open the driver side door by pulling on the 
handle. The car door was locked. Stamps started the ignition and drove westbound on Imperial 
Highway. 


The deputies returned to their patrol car and followed Stamps, but lost sight of the Neon shortly 
after Stamps made a northbound turn. Lee made a few turns in the vicinity and then saw the 
Neon driving southbound on Yukon Avenue, north of Imperial Highway. Stamps turned west on 
Imperial Highway and Lee followed. Stamps made a wide U-turn and proceeded eastbound on 
Imperial Highway. Lee followed and saw the Neon turn and travel south on Yukon Avenue.” 

By the time Lee turned south on Yukon Avenue, the Neon was out of sight. When the deputies 
reached 115th Street, the next street south of Imperial Highway, they observed the Neon's brake 
lights to the west. The Neon was stopped at the end of the street resting against a metal barrier. 


Stamps’ Neon at the cul-de-sac on the west end of 115th Street. 


The deputies saw Stamps exit the car and run in a northwest direction from the cul-de-sac over a 
wall and into a construction site toward Imperial Highway. Stamps left the key in the ignition 
with the engine running. Lee drove back to Imperial Highway to locate Stamps. As Lee drove 
west on Imperial Highway, the deputies saw Stamps on the south sidewalk adjoining the same

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construction site he had entered on 115th Street. The construction site was surrounded by a dirt 
lot enclosed by a chain link fence. Lee turned and stopped the patrol car to the south curb and 
Huynh exited to contact Stamps.) Stamps ran westbound, away from Huynh, on Imperial 
Highway. Lee continued to drive westbound past Stamps and turned his patrol car in a 
southwest direction near a residential driveway. Positioned between Lee and Huynh, Stamps 
proceeded to walk south into the driveway and parking area in front of the residence as he 
produced a semiautomatic handgun. Video recordings from a surveillance camera affixed to a 
business on the north side of the street pointing in a southwest direction captured silhouettes of 
the deputies and Stamps, including some of their movements, and some muzzle flashes. Huynh 
was mostly outside the frame of this recording after the gunfight began as he moved further east. 
The recordings were not accompanied by any audio. 


Lee parked the patrol car near the driveway of a residence on Imperial Highway. Stamps 
(circled) moved south in the parking area before the officer involved shooting. 


LASD investigators interviewed both Lee and Huynh regarding the traffic stop and the 
circumstances leading up to the involved shooting. Lee told investigators that when he exited the 
patrol car, near the apron of the driveway, Stamps stopped and walked into the parking area 

away from Lee. Stamps made a motion to his waistband and drew a black semiautomatic 
handgun. Stamps took cover behind a car in the back of the driveway and pointed his gun at 

Lee. Lee fired his service weapon as he moved west for cover behind other cars parked west in 
the driveway. Lee was not sure who fired first, but believed Stamps fired two times at Lee. 

Once Lee took cover, he broadcasted over the radio that deputies were involved in a gunfight. 


? The same surveillance camera that had capture the U-turns approximately two minutes earlier, captured Lee 
turning into the south sidewalk and Huynh exiting the patrol car to contact Stamps. 
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Lee saw Stamps point his gun and fire a round at Huynh, who was east of the driveway. Lee 
fired more rounds at Stamps until his gun malfunctioned. As he was reloading behind cover, he 
heard rounds being fired at him. Lee fired more rounds at Stamps and then his gun 
malfunctioned again. As he cleared the malfunction, Lee saw Stamps with a handgun in his hand 
walking to the patrol car, which was located between the deputies. Stamps entered the patrol car 
and sat in the driver seat. Stamps pointed his pistol at Lee through the front windshield. Lee 
fired at Stamps and heard the engine revving.’ Lee fired more rounds at Stamps through the 
windshield.’ Lee saw that Stamps had stopped moving and was slumped over. Additional 
deputies arrived shortly thereafter. 


Huynh told investigators that after he exited the police car on Imperial Highway, he followed 
Stamps along the south sidewalk. Lee parked and exited the patrol while Huynh ran toward 
“Stamps, who was standing in driveway. Huynh ordered Stamps to get on the ground. Stamps 
reached toward his waistband and produced a handgun. Stamps pointed the handgun at Huynh 
and fired. Simultaneously, Huynh also fired at Stamps. Huynh saw the muzzle flash from 
Stamps’ gunfire. Huynh fired three to five rounds before his handgun malfunctioned. While 
Huynh took cover to clear his weapon, Huynh saw Stamps shooting in the direction of Lee, and 
Huynh fired more rounds at Stamps. Stamps then turned and fired at Huynh again. Huynh took 
cover and returned fire. Huynh fired all the rounds in his magazine. As Huynh reloaded, he saw 
Stamps in the parking area. He believed Stamps was repositioning himself to shoot at him again. 
In response, Huynh took cover behind a nearby telephone pole and saw Stamps enter the driver 
seat of the patrol car. Huynh saw Stamps shooting in Lee's direction by pointing his gun out the 
car door. He saw two muzzle flashes. In response, Huynh fired eight to 12 rounds at Stamps as 
he took cover behind the telephone pole east of the driveway. Huynh fired his service weapon 
until he saw Stamps slump over. 


* Lee did not turn off the engine when he exited the patrol car to contact Stamps.

Stamps walked to and entered the patrol car. 


LASD personnel arrived at the scene shortly after the deputies involved in the shooting 
determined that Stamps was hunched over in the driver seat of the patrol car. Deputies observed 
Stamps seated in the driver seat with a handgun under Stamps’ hand. A deputy moved Stamps’ 
left hand, retrieved the handgun from Stamps’ lap, and placed it on the dashboard. Deputies then 
removed Stamps from the patrol car and began to administer first-aid before the fire department 
arrived and continued treatment. Stamps was transported to a hospital and later pronounced 
dead. 


Investigators photographed and retrieved Stamps’ pistol, a .40 caliber semiautomatic handgun,’ 
The 15-round capacity magazine was not fully seated in the well of the gun, the chamber was 
empty, and the slide was slightly pushed back. The magazine was loaded with five unfired .40 
caliber cartridges. Upon further laboratory examination, the handgun was determined to be 
functional and a bullet impact was observed on the front strap of the pistol's grip with 
corresponding damage to the magazine. Also, ten fired .40 caliber cartridge cases were collected 
from the scene indicating that Stamps fired a total of ten rounds from his handgun. 


Among several bullet holes to the windshield, one bullet hole in the windshield and above the 


steering wheel had a trajectory consistent with the round being fired from inside the car and 
exiting through the windshield. 


3f 5, the oe had been ic stolen in a residential burglary in Arizona. Also, Stamps' criminal record 
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Stamps’ .40 caliber semiautomatic handgun photographed on the patrol car’s dashboard. 


Investigators observed and photographed a blood trail between the rear of the parking area where 
Stamps was shooting and the patrol car. 


On June 8, 2019, an autopsy was conducted, and the medical examiner determined that the cause 
of Stamps’ death was a single gunshot wound to his head, which was immediately fatal. The 
medical examiner noted a muzzle imprint and conditions consistent with a contact wound to 
Stamps’ right temple indicating that the muzzle was placed in direct skin contact at the time it 
was fired. The medical examiner determined that the gunshot wound was self-inflicted and the 
manner of death a suicide. Stamps’ four other gunshot wounds were non-fatal. 


LEGAL ANALYSIS 


California law permits any person to use deadly force in self-defense or in the defense of others 
if he actually and reasonably believed that he or others were in imminent danger of great bodily 
injury or death. CALCRIM No. 3470. In protecting himself or another, a person may use that 
amount of force which he believes reasonably necessary and which would appear to a reasonable 
person, in the same or similar circumstances, to be necessary to prevent imminent injury. Id. 


In California, the evaluation of the reasonableness of a police officers use of deadly force 
employs a reasonable person acting as a police officer standard, which enables the jury to 


evaluate the conduct of a reasonable person functioning as a police officer in a stressful situation. 
People v. Mehserle (2012) 206 Cal.App.4th 1125, 1146. 


In evaluating whether a police officer’s use of deadly force was reasonable in a specific situation, 
it is helpful to draw guidance from the objective standard of reasonableness adopted in civil 
actions alleging Fourth Amendment violations. “The ‘reasonableness’ of a particular use of 
force must be judged from the perspective of a reasonable officer on the scene, rather than with 
the 20/20 vision of hindsight... The calculus of reasonableness must embody allowance for the 
fact that police officers are often forced to make split-second judgments—in circumstances that 
are tense, uncertain, and rapidly evolving—about the amount of force that is necessary in a 
particular situation." Graham v. Connor (1989) 490 U.S. 386, 396-397. 


Here, the deputies lawfully detained Stamps for a relatively minor traffic violation, expired 
registration. Initially, Stamps stopped his car and told deputies that he did not have a valid 
driver’s license. When Lee ordered Stamps out of the car, Stamps refused and fled. The 
deputies pursued Stamps, losing sight of his car two times. Stamps ultimately drove into a cul- 
de-sac as the deputies approached in their patrol car. Stamps fled on foot armed with a loaded 
and operable semiautomatic handgun, which he unlawfully possessed. The deputies located 
Stamps again on Imperial Highway. With Lee and Huynh on either side of him, Stamps did not 
surrender. Stamps fired several rounds from his semiautomatic handgun at both Lee and Huynh 
in a lengthy gunfight. In response to the imminent and deadly threat Stamps posed throughout 
the incident, the deputies returned fire. 


Despite being struck by gunfire, Stamps did not surrender. Approximately one minute after the 

gunfight began, Stamps entered the driver seat of the patrol car and continued to fire his handgun 
at Lee. In response, both deputies continued to fire their service weapons at Stamps. Ultimately, 
Stamps committed suicide by placing the barrel of his handgun to his head and shooting himself. 


CONCLUSION 


We conclude that the deadly force utilized by Deputy Michael Lee and Quang Huynh was 
legally justified in self-defense and the defense of each other.
